i^. In spite of the millions of words 


that have been written and spo-cen 
to emphasize it, a number 01 per- 
sons nr our government stem M 
have forgotten this fact: The Uni- 
ted States is fighting a bloodless 
war of containment against Rus- 
sia's reasonably bloodless campai- 
gn of aggression. And the U;:.tcd 
States must fight with as much 
earnestness, efficiency and unity as 
if it were a shooting war instead 
of a cold war. 


This is not being done, The. chief 


, Jault lies in Washington,--'-' and 'th-2 
1 %u;me can be divided between the 
two political parties. 


The American grand strategy is 


good: the tactics arc not. Thus far 
the enemy—and the time has pass- 
ed for a politer word —can claim 
most of the victories. The reason is 
not hard xo find. 


Under the Russian dictatorship 


the discipline o.£ peace and war is 
identical. Nobody argues or filibus- 
ters or votes down the rulers' or- 
ders. The Kremlin has made ,nany 
•trategic and potenlialy military 
trains . since the shooting war end- 
^;d. It has consolidated those gains. 


Economically Russia 
has 
not 


done so well. But the comfort and 
happiness of the Russian and con- 
quered people is no concern of the 
Kremlin's. The Soviet .government 
is unmistakably preparing {or war. 


The American government has 


barely begun to use i'.s economic 
weapons, and so far it has 
used 


them rather badly. In spite 
ot 


American aid. (lie situation in Gre- 
ece is rather worne than better. In 
..spite of our aid, the situation Clii- 
TOia is definitely worse. Beyond that 


the American government has talk- 
ed without acting. 


The Marshall Plan is the peace- 


time counterpart of the European 
invasion of 19-1'!. But if ihe nvas- 
ion had ::<:en handled the wry the 
European aid 
program 
it- being

U.S. Has Plenty 
Atomic Bombs to 
Meet Emergency 


Washington, March 19 — (UP) — 


The United States is making atom- 
c bombs on a scale calculated to 
meet any emergency, an authori- 
'.ative source .said today. 


This source said bomb produc- 


tion was being pushed long before 
President Truman made his stop- 
Russia 
preparedness 
speech 
to 
Congress ' this week. 


He pointed oat that the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1046 declares the 
paramount 
responsibility 
of 
the 


Atomic Energy Commission to be 
"assuring the common defense and 
security." 


"Bomb production," he 
added, 


'never has been on a 'peacetime' 
basis. It can be assumed that it is 
going ahead full blast." 


For that reason, he continued, it 


is unlikely that the Atomic Energy 
Commission will have to go to Con- 
gress for any extra money in order 
to keep pace with preparedness ef- 
forts on other fronts. 


The commission, he said, asked 


for and received in current appro- 
priations enough money not 
only 


to manufacture bombs at capacity 
but also to 
improve 
production 


methods and weapon -designs. 
This is in line with frequently re- 


peated statements of recent months 
by Chairman David E. Lilienthal 
and other commission members. 
Since the commission took over 


the $3,000,000,000 
atomic 
project 


on Jan. 1, 1947, developments 
in 


weapon design have cnaae it neces- 
sary to set up a secret 
proving 


ground at Eniwetok atoll in 
the 


western Pacific. 


Test installations have been built 


and tests have been or are about 
to be carried out. Eniwetok and the 
ocean area around it have been 
out of bounds to all sea and air- 
traffic and to all unauthorized per- 
sons, American as well as foreign, 
since Jan. 30. •

Palestine 


People Will Believe Any 
Story About a Black Eye 
Except the Actual Truth 


Lake Success, N. Y., March 13— 
(UP)— The United States told 
the 
United Nations Security Council 
today that "large scale fighting" 
will start in Palestine if Great Brit- 
ain pulls out its troops before 
the 


UN finds a peaceful solution to the 
Holy Land Question. 


The warning was delivered 
to 
the council by American delegate 
Warren Austin 'on 
behalf 
of 
the 


United States, France, China and 
presumably the Soviet Union. The 
extent of Russia's concurrence 
in 


the statement was not immediate- 
ly clear. 


Austin's remark was interpreted 
as an indirect admonition to Great 
Britain to remain in the Holy Land 
beyond the May 15 deadline it has 
set for terminating its mandate. 


Austin asked the Security Coun- 


cil to take these two 
actions 
to- 
ward carrying out the UN plan for 
partitioning Palestine: 


1. Make clear to Arabs and Jews 


and Great Britain that the Secur- 
ity Council "is determined 
not to 


permit the existence of a threat to 
peace in Palestine," 


2. Take all sleps within its pow- 


er to "bring about the immediate 
cessation of violence and 
the 
re- 


storation of peace and 
order 
in 
Palestine."

Locate the bathroom so it is 
easily accessible from all parts of 
the bouse. 
Where practical,

should open off a small hall, not 
directly into the kitchen, dining 
room or living room. With only one 
bath it should be located to be 
reached without going through 
a 
bedroom. 


The bath should be on the main 
floor of ]>/2 and 2-story 
houses. 


The bathroom should 
be 
small 


enough not to become a storeroom 
for extra furniture, 
yet 
large 
not to appear crowded. A room as 
small as 5 by 7 fcet^will accomo- 
date tho fixtures for a three piece 
bath. However, 6% by 8 to 8>& feet 
is more convenient for a tub. A 
half bath or shower bath may have 
a smaller room. 


Tubs may be bought in

bottom tub. One valve can handle 
hot water and another cold water 
for tub and shower.

Lavatories vary in size

The Piazza Venezia gatherings of 
Communists and the Italian social 
movement or Fascist group broke 
up about the time five truc-lrloads 


of Fascist-inclined youths arrived 
n the big national square. 
The youths were singing Nation- 


ilist songs, and the Communists 
cattered through the square 
be- 


gan shouting at them. The argu- 
ment was .warming up when police 
jeeps swarmed into the square. 


Luigi Longo, Italy's No. 2 Com- 


munist, told the leftist crowd that 
American aid for Italy 
"includes 


American machines and arms un- 
loaded here to be used toy Italians 
against Italians. This kind of aid 
serves to prepare new wars. I know 
that all our fathers and

arc hostile to this kind of help." 


As the parliamentary

Phlebitis is the name used to 


describe inflammation of the in- 
side lining of tho veins. Besides 
the inflammation, clots are com- 
mon. If clots are present the med- 
ical name is thrombophlebitis or 
phlcbQthrombosis, which mean the 
same thing. 


Injury —perhaps only 
a slight 


one—often brings on the develop- 
ment of phlebitis. Also phlebitis 
is an occasional complication of 
an operation. Probably the injury 
or- operation do not actually cause 
the phlebitis but merely 
weaken 


the veins so that they are more 
susceptible to the infection 
from 


germs which are passing through 
them from some source elsewhere 
in the body. 


Bed Rest Important 
Treatment of phlebitis 
includes 


complete rest in bed, raising of 
the leg (if it is the leg which is 
5nvolv\ed) 
and 
heat 
application. 


When 
the 
acute 
inflammation 


subsides the most important prob- 
lem of treatment 
is to prevent 


swelling. Elastic bandages are par- 
ticularly helpful, but proper ap- 
plication of the bandages is im- 
portant.

Phlebitis is hard to cure entirely \ does" not cud 


and tends ot 
come back. 
This 


makes treatment difficult. The in- 
flamed vein or veins may have to 
be removed by surgery if they are 
near the surface. Also thorouga 
search for sources of infection in 
the teeth, tonsils, 
and elsewhere- 


is usually necessary. Small treat- 
ments with X-rays or small dusts 
of 
a sulfonamide drug may 
be 


helpful. 


Methods for the prevention of 


this condition and its treatment 
are being 
constantly 
improved. 


Some cases may be prevented by 
allowing early rising or mild exer- 
cise soon after 
an operation, so 


that the blood in the veins does 
not have a chance to stagnate-. 


There are also some drugs which 


help to prevent blood clotting and 
these have some value. Phlebitis 
is so difficult to cure once it iia.s 
started, however, that any meas- 
ure which will help prevent it is 
worthwhile.

to show signs of rotting should be 
canned to last until the new crop 
comes in. Storing is the best way 
of keeping sweet potatoes, explains 
Mary Dixon, Home Demonstration 
Agent. The vitamin A content of 
sweet potatoes actually increases 
during storage. 
. Even when the potatoes arc to 
be canned to begin with, it is bct- 
,ter to cure them before canning 
aweet-potatoes that have been fro- 
zen'should never be canned, she 
points out. The home demonstra- 
tion 
agent 
gives the 
followin" 


directions for canning sweet nota- 
toes. 


When canning potatoes, be sure 
they are free from rot and defects 
Wash them 'carefully; scrub with 
a brush. Steam .the potatoes or 
cover with boiling water and cook 
until the skins .will slip off 


Keep the 'potatoes as hot as you 


can;, handle them (do not cool)- 
cut into pieces, 'and pack while 
they are stiUhot. Pack the pota- 
toes to within one inch of 
the 
top of the jar. 


The potatoes can be either left 


dry or covered with boiling water 
When packed dry 
they 
require 


slightly longer processing 
time 


Process dry-packed pints for 
G5 


minutes and quarts for 95 min- 
utes at 10-pound pressure. 
For 


wet-packed potatoes (covered with 
water) process pints 55 minutes 
and quarts 90 minutes at 10 pounds 
pressure.
